V A Proclamacion for preuentingof Deceipt 


vſed in the Importation of Madder. 


< dꝛeſſed, are in great reputation in Foꝛreine Nations and area great ad- 
dition to the wealth of this Kingdome, and the falſe and deceitfull Dy- 
ing thereof, doth much detract from their eſtimation. And Whereas 
V Madder Which is a Dping Stuffe of paincipall vſe koz laying the 
ground of many ſeuerall colours, is bꝛought from Foꝛreine parts into 
this Realme, the deceitfull mirture whereof with Sand and other⸗ 
wile, doth not onely deteiue the Buyer, but doth allo fret the Cloth, 
and make the Colours defectiue, Wee therefoze vpon mature adutice and deliberation by Our 
Letters Patents Sealed with Dur Great Scale of England, bearing date at Weltminſter the 
twelfch day of January, inthe third ycereof Our Keigne fo: thecauſes therein expzeſſed, and 
to pꝛeuent and ſuppꝛeſſe the ſaid deteipt and abuſe, Did oꝛdaine and appoint George Bedford Gen- 
tleman (who by his induſtry and experiente had found out a perfect way foꝛ the dilcouerie and re⸗ 
foꝛmation of that abuſe) co be Our Dfficer by himlelke, oz his Deputies inſtructed by him, to 
ſearch all Madder which ſhould from thencefo2th be impoꝛted befoze the lame ſhould bee put to 
Dale, and to diſcouer the vndne mixtures of ſuch tmpozted Madder, and by connenicnt Markes 
and Deſcriptions by him to be inuented to diſtinguiſh the ſame, that lo neither the Buper ſhould 
be coulened, noꝛ the Dyer who ſhould vle the ſame be abuſed. 

Neuertheleſſe, we finde that ſome ill diſpoſed perſons impoꝛting Madder, contemning Our 
Royall commandement in a caſe ſo much tending to the publique good, haue hitherto oppoſed 
Our laid Officer in the execution of the truſt committed vnto him, whereby che abuſes afoꝛeſaid 
Doc continue, and will increaſe dayly, if the ſame be not pꝛeuented. we therefoze minding the re⸗ 
foꝛmation of theſe deceipts, and being well ſatiſfied of the abilitie of Our ſaid Officer to perfozme 
that ſernice wherewith we haue truſted him fo that vpon publique tryall made at the common 
Hall of the Company of Dyers of Our Citie of London, he hath made it appeare in the pꝛelente of 
ſome of the Officers and Miniſters of Dur Tuſtome-houle in Dur Poꝛt of London, and of the 
beſt ex pertented Dyers, that hee is able and ready exactly to perfoꝛme his duety, Haue thought 
it lit in a cale of this nature, by this Our Royall Pꝛoclamation, to notige and publiſh Dur Royal 
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will and pleaſure, touching the ſearching and trying of all Madder impozted , and tobe impoz- 
ted befoze the lame be put to Dale, And Wee doe hereby lignifie and declare to all whom it doth 
02 may concerne, That the laid George Bedford is the Officer oꝛ perſon whom Me haue authozized 
and appointed foꝛ the pꝛelent execution of that ſeruice, by himlelke, o2 his lufficient Deputies, 
actcoꝛdingto Our ſaid Letters Patents, to him granted as afozeſaid : And that Wee (hall expect 
and doe require kromall Our louing Subiects, that due notice be taken thereof, and that a ſtrict 

nd continued obedience and confozinitie bee peelded herennto. And foz the better perkozming 
Our Ropall will and pleaſure herein; We doe ſtraitlpy charge and command all and euerp per- 
fon and perſons whatloeuer, whom it may concerne, carefully to pzoutde and ſee Our Royall 
will and pleaſure oblerued in the Oꝛders and Rules hereafter following, as they tender Our 
plealure, and would auoid the contrary at their vttermoſt perill. 

Firſt therekoꝛe Our Royall will and plealure is, That all and enery the Maſters of Ships o2 
other veſſell wherein Madder ſhall bee impoꝛted, ſhall krom hencefoꝛth expꝛeſſe and let downe in 
the entry of his Ship and lading thereof cnery parcell of goods in his Ship, that hee oz they 
(hall! know, oz beleeue to bee Madder by that name, and no otherwiſe, and ſhall affirme the 
lame vpon his Oath, as is vſed touching Entries of Goods with Our Cuſtomers, and ſhall 


likewiſe giue a true note in writing vnto Our laid Officer oꝛ his Deputy, attending at Our Cu- 


ſtomc-houle foꝛ that purpoſe, of cuerp parcell of Madder lo entred, and impoꝛted by him in his 
Ship accoꝛdinglp. 

That if the Owners of the (aid Madder oz their Allignes ſhall not within tonuenient time 
after the Shipper oz Maſter Hath made his Entry with Our Cuſtomers take vp bp Will at 
fight, and pꝛelent the fame their Mladder, and que notice thereof viito Our laid Officer, oz his 
Deputy, tothe end hee map take the lame into his cuſtodie foꝛ the tryall thereof; Dur will and 
pleaſure is, That then Dur Collectoz, Comptroller x Durucyo? of Dur Cuſtomes and Duties, 
doe by their gentrall Warrant cauſe the Wapters of that Ship to take vp and lee the lald Mad- 
der to be weighed and laid into Our ſaid Office, and deltuered into the ſafe cuſtodie of Our ſaid 
Officer, bp whom the laid Madder being ſearched, tried and Sealed, hall neuertheleſſe be de⸗ 
teined and kept, vntill He recetue Warrant from Our akoꝛelaid Dfficers of Dur Cuſtomes and 
Duties, 02 their Allignes oꝛ Deputies, that all the Cuſtome and Duties fo2 the ſame due to Us 
tn Our Cuſtome-houſle be duely payed o2 agreed foꝛ, and vntill the Fees due to Our laid Officer, 
and all other charge thereto happening thꝛough the Owners default bee fully ſatiſfied and paid. 

That no Poꝛter, Carman, o2 other perſon ſhall pzeſnme by direction from the Merchant, 
22 otherwiſe, to lade, take, Helpe oz conſent to the carrping of any Madder from the Poꝛt, o: 
place of landing, without Warrant from the laid George Bedtord Our Dfficer oz other Dfficer to 
be appointed by Us oꝛ of his Deputy oz Deputtcs foz the time being. And We doe hereby ablo⸗ 
tutcly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all perſons of what eſtate, degree oz condition ſoeuer, directly, 02 
indtrectlp, to Bup, Sell oꝛ put to Dale, oz to hide, keepe, conceale, o2 occupy any of the laid 
Madder, that hath not beene viewed, ſearched, tryed, diſtinguiſhed , and Scaled by Our ſaid 
Officer his Deputies 02 Aſſignes, and which hath not the Seale of Our laid Dffice and Okki⸗ 
cer thereon, vpon paine of Our high dilplealure if notice be not giuen vnto Our ſaid Officer, 
befoꝛe the ſame be diſtouered And it ſhall be at Dur Officers choice, whether Hee will ſearch, 
try, and Seale the (aid Madder at the Cuſtome-houſe, oz foꝛ the eaſe ⁊ tonuenientie of the Mer⸗ 
chants to doe it at their owne houles, and all Madder there and elſewhere found by him oz his 
Deputies to be vnſealed, ſhall immediately thereupon bee tryed, ſealed, and diſtinguiſhed. 

That Our Grauer of Dur Mynt and Scales. oꝛ any other whom Our laid Officer ſhall 
implop, ſha.l from time to tune frame and make ſuch ſeuerall Stamps and Seales, to bee en⸗ 
grauen with Our Armes o2 otherwile, as hee ſhall thinke fit, alwapes obſcrutng that che 
Stamps foꝛ the belt ſozt of Madder, ſhall bee engranen With this woꝛd, Crop : foꝛ the ſecond, 
ſoꝛt, with this woꝛd Ghemeene, and foꝛ the third and woꝛſt ſozt, with this wozd Mull. And if vpon 
trpall any of the ſaid Madder bee found to bee mixt 02 burthened with aboue two pounds of 
_ Earth, oꝛ Sand in the hundzed weight; Then ſhal the ſaid Officer enter ina Booketo be kept foꝛ 

that purpoſe the weight ofthe Sand oꝛ Earth lo mixt therewith, x vpon the Scale ſhal be added 
this woꝛd. Mirt, with a figure ſhewing that the lame Madder is mixt ànd imperkect, and ſhewing 
alſo in what pꝛopoꝛtion in the hundꝛed pound weight that mixture is made, vpon which ſide of 
the Scale allo (hall be expꝛeſt the name of the Poꝛt oz place whereinto the ſaid Niadder was 
firſt bꝛought, with certaine Figures and Letters of Direction vnto Our laid Officers Books 
of Kegiſter, whereof wer will all Our loning Subiects to take ſpectall notice, to the end that 
after they haue bargained foꝛ any parcell of the laid Madder, thep map by carrying 02 ſending 
2 Copie ok that ſide ok the Scale vnto Dur Officer in that Cuſtome houſe (at Cuſtome houſe 
time) haue Certificate vnder his hand of the pzopoztion of the mixture thereof, if the Scale 
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{ould be altered. Accozding whereunto Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command all perſons [el- 
ting Madder to make allowance and abatement, vnto the Dpers oꝛother Buyers of ſuch Mad- 
der, Containing ſuch vndne mixture. 

That all Clothiers, Dyers, and all other perſons occupying Madder Within this Kingdome. 
(Hail accoꝛding to the pꝛopoꝛtion of the mixture ofthe ſaid Madder With Earth o2 Sand, adde a 
like quantitie oꝛ pꝛopoꝛtion of good Madder in the Dye Fat, to the end the colours therewithall 
Dyed may be made full, good, and without blemiſh o2 imperkection. 

Lhat the laid George Bedford Dur pꝛeſent Officer hauing already talten His toꝛpoꝛal oath fo: the 
faithfull perfozmance of Our truſt, and his duety in this beHalfe ; Our will and pleaſure is, that 
ſuch Oath ſhall be ikewile adimniſtred vnto His feuerall Deputtes, and ſo many of them as (hall 
be ſufficient foꝛ the perkoꝛming of this leruite in the leuerall Pozts of this Kingdome ;, And Wee 
doe hereby ſtraitlp charge and tommand all and ſingular Matozs, Sheriffes , Juſtices of the 
Peace, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Hcadbo2oughs, Tithingmen, Cuſtomers, Eollecto2s, Comptrol- 
lers, Dcarchers, Waiters, Melleugers, Farmozs, Deputtes, and all other Our Officers, Pmi⸗ 
ſters and louing Subiects Whatioener, That they and cuery of them from: time to time, and at 
all times when Our ſard Officer, 02 his Deputies in Our name ſhall require them thercunto bee 
aiding andaſlliſttig vnto the laid George Bedford Our Officer, his Deputtes and Allignes koꝛ the 
time being, in all things in 02 about the accompliſhment of Dur Royall will and pleaſurein Dur 
ſad recited Letters Patents oꝛ in the Barrants of Our high Zreaſurer of England, as is hereby 
txpꝛeſſed. And that they oz any of them doe not any wap hinder, moleſt, interrupt let, deteine, 
oꝛ keepe Our laid Officer his Deputies oꝛ Aſlignes, oꝛ any, oꝛ either of them from o2 in the exetu⸗ 
tion of this Our Seruite, oꝛ any thing touching the Pꝛemiſles, as they tender Our diſpleaſure, 
and will anord the lame at their perill. 

Laſtly, that if any perſon of what eſtate, degree oꝛ condition ſoeuer, ſhall Hereafter offend in 
any part of the Pꝛemiſſes: oꝛ (hall falſifie, defate, alter oꝛ take off any of the laid Seales from the 
Wale, Fat oꝛ other thing in which the laid Madder was firſt bought into this Kingdome, befoꝛe 
the ſame be all vled and ſpent : Dur will and plealure is, That immediate notice bee ginenthereof 
vnto Our Attournep Generall fo2 the time being, whom Wee will and require in Our behalke to 
pꝛoſecute and pꝛoteede againſt the Offendo2s in Dar Court of Starchamber oꝛ Erchequer- 
Chamber, oz anpother Our Courts as the canſe (hall require, to the end they may receine ſuch 
leuere Ceuſure and condigne Puntihment, as by the Lawes and Cuſtomes ofthis Kinadome, 
o Dur Pꝛerogatiue Nopal, may be inflicted on them foz ſuch their Contempt, Diſobedtence,and 
wilfuli beach of Our Royall will and Cominandement,and fo2 their frauds and abuſes,
